The  Mars  Hill  College  Mountain  Lions  opened  their 
'48  football  season  on  September  24  with  a  14-0  victory 
over  the  Western  Carolina  Baby  Cats.  The  first  of- 
fensive move  of  the  Lions  carried  to  the  Western  Caro- 
lina one-foot  line,  where  they  were  stopped.  A  second 
quarter  M.H.C.  offensive  was  again  halted  on  the  W.C. 
goal  line.  The  second  half  was  a  different  story.  The 
Lions  received  the  kick-off  and  were  not  halted  until 
they  crossed  into  paydirt.  Late  in  the  third  quarter,  a 
Baby  Cat  fumble  was  turned  into  a  Mars  Hill  touch- 
down with  England  cracking  the  center  of  the  line.
